Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1967,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1/68. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  health  of  the 
district  has  remained  good 

The  estimated  population  again  shows  an  increase  and  is 
now  nearing  13,500.  Ten  years  ago  the  figure  was  just  short  of 
12,000. 

Births  and  Deaths 

The  number  of  live  births  in  1967  was  174,  9 more  than  last 
year.  The  birth  rate  of  15.04  per  1,000  of!  the  estimated  population 
is  however,  well  below  the  national  figure  of  17.2. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  229,  47  more  than  last  year.  The 
death  rate  of  12.09  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
exceeded  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years,  the  national  figure  of 
11.2  for  1967. 

The  composition  of  the  population  in  Haslemere  is  reflected 
in  these  two  rates. 

Once  again  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  arteries,  and  malignant  diseases. 

An  increase  from  last  year’s  figure  of  18  in  the  first  group 
and  25  in  the  latter,  accounts  for  43  of  the  47  extra  deaths. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  were  two  less  than  last  year. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  an  increase  of  2.4 
per  1,000  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  and  of 
1.1  per  1,000  of  diseases  from  malignant  disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  Measles  the  incidence  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  was  remarkably  low.  A programme  designed  to  control 
Measles  by  vaccination  is  being  developed  at  the  moment  and 
immunisation  against  this  disease  should  become  a routine  pro- 
cedure in  the  near  future. 
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One  adult  contracted  Paratyphoid  Fever  whilst  on  holiday  in 
Eastern  Europe.  The  individual  concerned  was  isolated,  no 
further  cases  developed,  and  the  patient  made  a good  recovery. 

Experience  shows  that  it  is  well  worth  while  being  inoculated 
against  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers  before  going  abroad. 

As  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  falls,  so  more 
attention  is  being  paid  to  the  less  obvious  infections  such  as 
Brucellosis,  which  manifests  itself  as  Glandular  Fever  in  man. 

This  illness  is  usually  contracted  by  drinking  raw  cows  milk 
which  has  been  infected  with  Brucella  organisms. 

Raw  milk  is  only  consumed  in  any  quantity  from  one  of  the 
five  farms  in  the  district. 

Samples  of  this  milk  have  been  tested  regularly  during  the 
year  and  no  evidence  of  Brucella  infection  has  been  found. 

Swimming  Pools 

During  the  summer  regular  sampling  at  the  County  Council’s 
school  swimming  baths  brought  to  light  a defect  in  the  filtration 
arrangements  at  the  Beacon  Hill  School  pool.  Tests  carried  out 
by  this  department  showed  that  the  new  nylon  filtration  bags 
were  far  less  efficient  than  the  old  canvas  bags  which  had  gone 
out  of  production. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  manufacturers  who  have  now 
produced  a new  type  of  bag  made  of  twill.  So  far  these  new 
bags  appear  to  be  functioning  satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox  Russell,  Mr.  Prue  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support 
at  all  times.

FOR  THE  AREA 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford 
Ptiblic  Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory 
at  King  George  V Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford 
Laboratory  sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined 
for  infectious  organisms  to’  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well 
as  to  the  private  doctor  or  hospital  concerned.  Examinations 
carried  out  at  the  Guildford  Laboratory  during  the  year  were:— 

Milk  and  allied  samples  98 

Water  (swimming  pool)  36 

Specimens  of  faeces  ...  58 

Water  Analysis.  — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London  W.C.L,  undertake  the  routine  exam- 
ination (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water. 
The  number  examined  by  them  during  1967  was  20. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road, 
Haslemere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances,  a sitting  case 
vehicle  and  a handicapped  persons  vehicle  available.  All  calls 
for  ambulances  are  now  made  to  the  Control  Station  at  Walton 
Lodge,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead  (Tel.  Borough  Heath  53491). 
Haslemere  sub-station  is  connected  to  the  Control  Station  by 
teleprinter  and  the  ambulances  are  radio  controlled. 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

District  Nurses 

There  were  two  District  Nurses,  one  Queen’s  District  Nurse/ 
Midwife  and  one  Nursing  Auxiliary  working  in  the  Urban 
District  throughout  this  year.  A record  of  their  work  is  set  out

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The  two  District  Nurses  based  on  Churt  and  Thursley  also 
visit  cases  within  the  Urban  District. 

Home  deliveries  are  now  minimal,  but  visits  to  elderly 
patients  continue  to  increase.  This  is  the  usual  pattern  in  this 
part  of  the  country. 

Health  Visitors 

Two  Health  Visitors  serve  this  area  and  are  based  on 
Quedley  Clinic. 

Both  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  General  Practioners 
and  one  is  officially  attached  to  two  of  the  local  practices. 

Home  Help  Services 

The  Divisional  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  based  at  Guildford 
but  she  has  a detailed  knowledge  of  the  families  in  need  of  help 
throughout  the  South  Western  Division  of  the  County. 

The  demand  for  Home  Helps  comes  mainly  from  families 
where  the  mother  is  suddenly  incapacitated  and  from  elderly 
people  who  can  no  longer  look  after  themselves  properly. 

The  staff  available  in  the  South  West  Division  at  the  end  of 
the  year  were  113.  Of  these  5 were  resident  in  Haslemere. 

The  demand  nearly  always  exceeds  the  supply  and  the  Home 
Helps  may  have  to  work  in  any  part  of  the  area  as  the  need 
arises. 

Also  run  in  connection  with  the  Home  Help  Service  is  the 
Neighbourly  Help  Service,  by  wffiich  a neighbour  cam  be  recruited 
to  take  the  place  of  a Home  Help.  In  1967,  75  neighbours  were 
employed  in  the  Division.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  — This  is  available  through  the  County 
School  Health  Services  to  school  children  of  13  and  upwards  and 
also  to  students  at  universities,  colleges,  etc.  There  are  three 
private  schools  and  Woolmer  Hill  County  Secondary  School 
concerned. 

During  1967,  140  children  received  the  vaccination. 

Mass  X-Ray  — During  the  year  the  South  West  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  revised  their  weekly  programme  of 
visits  of  their  mobile  unit  as  from  the  1st  September.  Under  the 
revised  programme  the  unit  no  longer  makes  regular  visits  to 
Haslemere  but  periodic  visits,  well  publicised  in  advance,  will  be 
made. 

For  the  period  of  the  year  up  to  the  last  of  the  regular 
visits  of  the  unit  566  patients  were  x-rayed.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


During  1967  there  was  a change  in  the  administration  of  the 
scheme  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  infants  and  school 
children. 

The  records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  carried 
out  by  family  doctors  and  by  the  doctors  working  for  the  County 
Council  are  now  held  at  County  Council  Divisional  Offices  in 
bulk  and  are  no  longer  broken  down  to  District  Council  level 

Initial  protection  is  given  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  in  infancy  and 
booster  doses  are  given  during  school  life  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis. 

Protection  is  also  given  against  Tuberculosis  from  the  age 
of  13  years  upwards. 

A scheme  for  immunisation  against  Measles  has  started  and 
is  about  to  be  developed  as  a routine  procedure  in  the  near 
future. 

As  judged  from  the  school  returns  made  at  ages  5 and  10, 
the  level  of  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Polio- 
myelitis remains  good  in  the  South  Western  Division  of  Surrey.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Boar*  and  partly  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  is  checked  by  us  independently 
and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established  during 
the  years. 

The  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.  from  all  sources. 
The  pH  value  of  the  water  is  checked  regularly  throughout 
the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Urban  District  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the  effluent  conformed  with  the 
Thames  Conservancy  requirements. 

Consultations  continued  with  the  Ministry  and  the  Council’s 
consultants  regarding  the  modernisation  of  the  Shottermill  Sewage 
Works. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A weekly  rear  collection  of  refuse  is  provided  in  all  parts 
of  the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  a free  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools  in 
unsewered  areas,  and  is  administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Regular  sampling  for  bacterial  purity  and  chlorine  estimation 
was  carried  out  at  four  Surrey  County  Council  Schools.  Sampling 
was  also  carried  out  at  the  Greater  London  Council  Rural  Centre 
and  at  five  private  school  swimming  pools. 

SMOKE  AND  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

A small  number  of  complaints  were  received,  all  of  which 
were  dealt  with  informally. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  came  to  our  notice 
during  1967.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  1967. 

With  regard  to  housing  a further  two  properties  were  con- 
sidered to  be  incapable  of  Eeing  made  fit  for  human  habitation 
at  reasonable  cost  and  were  condemned;  four  other  properties 
which  were  subject  to  undertakings  were  vacated.  Three  other 
condemned  houses,  vacant  with  undertakings,  were  repaired  and 
modernised. 

There  were  no  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 
registrations  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  a slight  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  Nearly  all  premises  have  now  received  a general 
inspection,  the  few  remaining  are  mostly  those  which  are  visited 
regularly  under  other  legislation  and  are  therefore  known  to 
comply  substantially  with  the  Act,  although  no  detailed  inspection 
has  yet  bean  made.  During  inspections  it  has  been  found  that  the 
majority  meet  the  main  requirements  and  only  fail  on  points  of 
detail.  Most  owners  and  occupiers  are  willing  to  comply  readily 
with  the  Act  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  resort  to  legal 
action  of  any  kind. 

Sampling  of  milk  (on  behalf  of  the  County  Council),  water 
supplies  and  County  Council  and  private  school  swimming  pools 
was  again  undertaken. 

Inspections  and  visits  resulted  in  a number  of  improvements 
to  food~shops  and  catering  establishments.  No  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  maintaining  the  100%  inspection  of  meat  at  the 
slaughterhouse  as  required  by  The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1966. 
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I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  My 
thanks  also  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work  during 
the  year.
